Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: examiner addressed that the applicant has mistakenly grouped 
invention group II without the previously allowed claims and explained why the two groups were patentably distinct 
from each other and that the restriction requirement was appropriate. Applicant thereby, agree to elect group II and 
cancel the claims of group I. Examiner also pointed out that the specification mistakenly mispelled the well known 
format of SUkq to be SUqk and agreed that correcting the spelling does not raise new matter nor issue. Applicant 
agreed to amend to cancel the unelected group and amend the specification.
